Mayor 
Hibbard of Boston is doing yeoman service 
to in combatting this false belief with proofs 
in the convincing form of actual dollars and 
cents that reform, too long considered the 
Be Good opposite of “practical politics,” 1s both prac- 
| tical and ethical. Sometime it will be a 
r | = commonplace that neither politics nor any 
other phase of human endeavor can be practical without being ethical ; 
hut at present the plain truth that it pays to be good needs emphasis. 
[landicapped as he was by a depleted city treasury and debts of 
previous regimes, Mayor Hibbard during the first year of his ad- 
ministration,:has been obliged to meet the regular obligations of the 
city with euts frankly for economy's sake. With the beginning of 
the new year, however, he promises to show that ‘ta reform or busi- 
ness administration need not of necessity be an economical one in 
the sense of pinching departments in just demands.” 
We are glad Mayor Hibbard does not think the amount of good 
one can have is limited, or that in order to have good in one direction 
one must lose good in another. It is a mistake to believe one can 
have the good things of life—joy, peace, comfort, affluence—only as 
he takes them from some one else. It is a mistake to believe selfish- 
ness, dishonesty and extravagance bring good to anybody, least of 


It Pays 


all to those who indulge them. 

That the practise of the virtues is a good thing, is theoretically 
acknowledged by all, though the deeds of some would indicate that 
they doubt the business efficacy of the theory. It is excellent, there- 
fore, to have the word of the mayor that the practise of the virtues 
in municipal affairs is a good thing, both as a theory and from the 
standpoint of dollars and cents. 

Why should the man, whose desire is to do right, to deal justly 
with his fellow man, to be honest in the sight of the Lord, expect 
poverty, injustice and dishonest usage as the reward for his efforts 
at well-doing? Jesus’ teaching was not so. He said: “Seek ye first 
the kingdom ot God and His righteousness, and all these things 
(food, clothing, ete.) shall be added unto you.” It is true that one 
may be poor and be virtuous, but it is not true that poverty is a virtue. 
It pays to be good because good only is permanent and real. 

This country is today witnessing the overturning of men, who 
have believed themselves firmly established in the business and social 
world—ensconced behind fortunes gained by questionable methods. 
They are learning there is no substance in that which 1s not the just 
accumulation of just dealing. 

To trust good and to distrust evil is a divinely intelligent course 
fer man to pursue. In this way he will learn the power of good. 
Striving successfully to have the Mind which is good, he will reap 
both spiritual and material benefits. He will find that there is no 
lint to God's power and willingness to bless His children—not that 
they may dwell at ease 1n sensuous materiality, but that they may 
manifest His goodness to them by doing good to others.

According to two seafarers who have spoken I Gulf Stream 
protestingly on the subject—Gaptain Gard- | 

ner, a Morgan line, and Captain Frazier, a 
(uebee line skipper, the Gulf Stream is at this very moment cutting 
capers which are not only unbecoming in a body of navigable water 
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with important international connections but which would be highlve 


reprehensible in an obscure western river. 

These gentlemen agree in testifying that the Gulf Stream has 
recently been exhibiting symptoms of the greatest restlessness, and 
manifesting a desire to wander from the course designed by nature. 
They say that owing to the prevailing winds of the last few weeks 
the stream has been moved greatly to the westward, and, of course. 
closer to our shores; that it is a difficult matter to follow it. and that 
itess it shall behave itself and move back to its original position, not 
only will the art of navigation be greatly disturbed, but there will be 
no winter this vear 17 the states which front, or abut, or lie. along the 
Atlantic coast. P 

There might be something very satisfying for some people in 
tis latter possibilty, and the sympathy of such people would be very 
likely to go out toward the Gulf Streamin this controversy,if we could 
only avoid poimting- out to them that should the Gulf Stream once 
form the habit of wandering from its proper field of activity and 
proper line of duty, there would be no telling what it might do next. 
Thus, while it might cling to our coast this winter, and make 
New Ingland a strong competitor of the Gulf states in'the winter 
resort line, it nught on the other hand move farther away from us 
than ever next winter and make New England a strong factor in the 
ice and walrus line. 

On the whole, then, those who are careful thinkers will agree 
with Captains Gardner and Frazier that the best thing the Gulf 
Stream can dois to remain mindful of its responsibility to the ship- 
ping interests of the world and to its important if silent influence on 
the meteorological departments of tw6 hemispheres. A regard for 
its social standing in marine circles commensurate with its Importance 
as an international water current, should teach it to maintain a digni- 
tied distance between itself and the coast line, and to give the navi- 
gators on its bosom no excuse for referring to it in critical, to say 
cothing of disrespectful terms.

: == shipments of merchandise of all kinds, iron 
and steel and other products. The October statement of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, for example, shows the smallest loss, with -the excep- 
tion of September, of any month since last March. The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad traverses a territory which felt the business reaction 
possibly more than any other road and the improvement exhibited 
in its statements is a fairly good index of the return to normal busi- 
ness prosperity. 

Statistics compiled by R. G. Dun & Co. bear further evidence 
of the improvement in business. According to these statistics there 
were 1120 commercial failures in the United States during the month 
of November as compared with 1180 failures for the same month 
last year. There also was a decrease in banking losses, there being 
but 10 suspensions this year for an aggregate amount of $863,181, 
as compared with 30 such failures in the same month of 1907, when 
the aggregate amount was $0,144,225. 

Continued ease of mongy rates shows that notwithstanding the 
fact that enormous investments have been made in the security mar- 
ket within the past few months there is still much idle money waiting 
investment. This amount will be greatly increased the first of the 
year when dividend and interest payments aré made. There seems 
to be ample funds for the carrying forward of all legitimate business 
enterprise and, although improvement has not been as rapid as some 
would like, it has been steady and the growth is commercially quite 
healthy. Business men are building on safer foundations and a long 
period of commercial activity and prosperity is assured. 


In response to a growing popular demand in that direction, and 
with the view, no doubt, of preventing radical action on the part of 
the House of Commons, under mandate from the people, the British 
House of Lords not long since appointed from its own membership 
a comniuttee to draft and submit a bill for the reformation of that 
hody. This committee has just reported, and the measure which it 
ofters for the consideration of the peers will probably soon be taken 
from the table and tully discussed. The bill in its present form abol- 
ishes heredity as the sole qualification for a seat in the House. ‘The 
holder of a seat must either have sat for ten years in the House of 
Commons, held an important public office, or be elected by the peers. 
It is pointed out such an arrangement would greatly reduce the mem- 
bership of the House of Lords, which is now 616. | Under the pro- 
posed scheme it would probably be between 350 and goo. If this 
ineasure shall be adopted, the number of lords spiritual will be 
reduced and a certain number of life peers created. While there is 
no questioning the serious character of the demand for a thorough 
reorganization of the House of Lords, it is found to be a peculiar 
circumstance, such is the hold which tradition has upon the English 
people, that in quarters where the cry for this reform has been loud- 
est, there is a disposition to cling to the very prerogatives and methods 
of the body with which the peers themselves are most willing to part. 
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Few men have written more upon the sub-

ities. He discusses the American city from 
the high plane of an-impartial as well as an accomplished .\merican 
citizen, without any regard whatever for local pride oresectional 
prejudice, and with the view only to the advancement of those 
municipal ideals wh.ch every American should have at heart. Thus, 
he has been as unsparing of Chicago as he has been of New York, 
as he now 1s of Boston. 

It will be worth while for Bostonians to accept is criticism in 
the spirit in which it is given, and to profit by it. He may shatter 
some idols, of course, but in their calmer moments thoughtful men 
will see that this is the best possible Way to clispose of them. 

Speaking of the transportation facilities of Boston, Professor 
Zueblin Says: “The construction of the CItV is first conditioned upon 
its waterways, although the railways now assume a more command 
ing position than the highways of the past. Boston is a third-rate 
city in regard to its water front.

“The new 
Washington street tunnel,” he says, in conclusion, “is an excellent 
piece of engineering. It is more attractive than those of New 
York, because it lacks advertisements, hut its failure fo correlate the 
different parts of the city is evident. If, as is said, the Cambridge 
subway is going to remedy this difficulty, I, for one, am willing to 
vait three or four years for it, only I shoultl like to have it demon- 
strated beforehand that it will solve the difficulty.” 

Manifestly. we have not heard-the last word from Professor 
Zueblin with relation to our municipal defects, and manifestly it js 
our duty to encourage him to talk out boldly. What he savs of our 
water front is so true that it calls for no comment. It must be as 
evident to the most casual observer among residents as it is to the 
most fleeting of strangers. There should be a thotough rehabilitation 
of the wharf and dock line. Only an awakened public sentiment will 
bring this about, and to the extent that Professor Zueblin shall suc- 
ceed in awakening this sentiment will his criticism be valuable to us.

A newspaper depicts the life and action of men day by day, and 
every man is legitimately interested in the movement of life as 
expressed by men, wherever on earth they are living and acting. 
Bo is it not legitimate to deal with this theme of life artistically? 
[he thing of horror is abnormal and occasional. Why depict it a 
hundred thousand times, forcing the picture upon half a million 
minds, when of the thing itself there is but one example? On the 
other hand the thing of beauty is normal. It exists not alone, but as 
a type. Present it to the minds of men and they find similar 
instances and parallel cases. They are, to a degree, uplifted toward 
perception of that divine Principle upon which depends the unity of 
good. ' 

The Monitor expects to find among its readers some who will 
be able to judge from that standpoint of authority recognized in 
some of our courts, where a judge is called a justice. One who is a 
competent authority on grain knows good wheat, whether as seed, 
upspringing bladé, grain in the milk, or ripened ear. The competent 
judge of man’s efforts does not askifor what is out of season. He 
is patient with footsteps and processes—interesting himself in the 
direction of the footsteps and the correctness of the processes, know- 
ing that when the aim of effort is right and the method of working 
honest, there will eventually appear satisfactory results.

Secretary of Commerce and Labor Osear 5S. Straus, in his 
annual report to. Congress devotes considerable attention to the sub- 
ject of immigration and naturalization. He points out that up to the 
close of the civil war all our laws were framed to encourage immi- 
gration and that since then the immigration laws have been mainly 
directed toward the elimination of the undesirable classes. As a re- 
sult of this latter legislation the percentage of foreign born persons in 
our population has remained practically stationary for forty years. 
Concretely, the percentage of foreign born in 1860 was thirteen and 
two-tenths. while in 1900 it was thirteen and seven-tenths. The effect 
of the recent business depression upon immigration was immediate, 
the fiscal year of 1908 showing a falling off in immigration of about 
thirty-nine per cent. Deducting the total departures of aliens from 
the total arrivals during the fiscal vear, the net increase of alien popu- 
lation was only 209,867. ‘During the year warrants of deportation 
were issued in the cases of 1955 aliens, and 10,902 aliens were 
rejected at the port of arrival. The immigration of Japanese has 
fallen off. This report is one of the most satisfactory we have had 
for vears with relation to immigration. The phase of it which 1s 
especially so is that which shows that the government agents at the 
ports of entry are vigilant and unrelenting. This can only have the 
effect of discouraging indiscriminate work on the part of European 
immigration agents and steamship companies.. By making the 
attempted importation of undesirables expensive the traffic must 
eradually be reduced to a minimum.

people to live at a higher standard than anv other people on earth, and 
that as a national policy it is not onlv expedient but equitable, since it 
is in accordance with the law of self preservation. 

lt is true that we are an exceptionally presperous people, and 
:t it be also true that our prosperity is mainly attributable to our eco- 
nomic policy, then the arguments advanced by the friends of protec- 
tion would be difficult to confute. That they are difficult of con- 
futation is evidenced by the almost uniform sueecess of the political 
arty which stands for them during the last forty years. But, assum- 


we thera to be true for present DUPPpOses, the benefits derived trom a 
ligh protective tariff, then, should be general and not individual. or. 
at least, the individual should not have the terrible incentive which 
he now has to the commission of br ibery and other acts of corruption 
1 connection with the arrangement of the proteetive tariff schedules. 


The colossal individual fortunes which have been buil up in thas 
country during the last forty vears point with terrible eloquence to 
the fact that 
many mstances over these tariff schedules; that the rates are fixed 
too often noi with regard to the welfare ot American industry asa 
whole but to the special interests of individuals and corporations. 

lt a high protective duty is right, if a protective duty of anv 
Lind is right—and we are not here (liscussing its soundness as an eco- 
nomic doctrine or policy—then right should prevail in its operation. 
Our taritt svstem needs correction on moral Frounds.
